Only the presence of 
the president and the few who were 
his colleagues in days of greatness 
and the quiet thousands w aiting out­ 
side under w intry skies for a hum ble 
share in the last leave taking m a rk ­ 
ed this as the funeral of a great man.

Insurrection Totters. 


MEXICO CITY Feb. 6.—W ar de­ 
partm ent officials declare that with 
the flight from Vera Cruz of Adolfo 
De I«i H uerta, the backbone of the 
insurrection 
against 
the 
Obregon 
government has been broken. 
De I^a H uerta is believed to be head­ 
ing for Merida capital ofYucatan.Thir, 
is indicated in various w ireless m es­ 
sages sent from his steam er signed 
“J.,” containing “final requests” in­ 
stead of orders, to the rebel mili­ 
tary com manders in the Campeche, 
Yucanta and Tuxpani regions. 
Sim i­ 
lar wireless requests have been in­ 
tercepted. signed 
by Jorge 
Prieto 
Laurens, chief political lieutenant of 
De La H uerta, and president of the 
cooperative party. 
Prieto L aurens 
in these m essages gives his title as 
“deputy” instead of “chief of sup­ 
plies,” which position he held in the 
so-called revolutionary 
governm ent 
at Vera Cruz. 
The war departm ent believes the 
occupation of Vera Cruz itself will 
not he delayed beyond the end of 
this week, pending the repair of the 
rebel forces still rem aining In the 
Tuxpam oil region and in the Isth­ 
mus of Tehuantepec. 
They will not 
be able to m ake effective resistance, 
since they were weakened furnish­ 
ing reinforcem ents for the defense 
of Vera Cruz, it is believed. 
No official inform ation is avail­ 
able regarding the 
w hereabouts of 
Gen. Guadalupe Sanchez, the mili­ 
tary commander-in-chief of the De 
La H uerta rebellion. 
W ith the capture of Cordoba the 
federals were enabled to com plete 
their m ilitary line, including the rail 
way to Santa Lucrecia, San Geroni­ 
mo and Salina Cruz, thereby isolat­ 
ing the Vera Cruz, m ovem ent from 
the other affected regions—Yucatan, 
Oaxaca, and Jalisco.

For a delicious soup 
take a quart Of the chestnuts, cook 
in boiling water to cover until the

again into boiling water and cook 
until tender with a small onion, 
three stalks of celery, a small bit 
of mace and a bit of bay leaf. Too 
much seasoning will disguise the 
flavor of the nut, which is unde­ 
sirable. 
When the nuts are soft, 
mash and add salt, cayenne and a 
pint of hot milk. 
Bind with two | 
tablespoonfuls each of butter and 
flour cooked together, add to the

JL J O W very seldom do we see in 
this day the crisp and dainty 
J crullers

Crullers.—Take 
one 
cupful 
of 
sugar, two eggs, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, one cupful of sweet 
milk, a teaspoonful of cream of tar- 
; tar, one-half teaspoonful of soda, 
some grated nutmeg and a little 
salt. 
Cream the butter, add the 
sugar, and, when well-mixed, the 
yolks of .th<? eggs, well-beaten, then 
a little of the milk with the flour 
sifted with the dry ingredients, and 
fold in the stiffly-beaten whites. Use 
just as little flour as possible to 
roll. 
Chill on ice before rolling 
and the cakes may be bandied very 
soft. 
Dumplings. — Delicious, 
tender, 
fluffy dumplings may be prepared 
| thus: Beat one egg, add one cup­ 
ful of sweet buttermilk, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of baking powder and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, sifted 
with one and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, just making a drop batter; 
] the thickness of the buttermilk and 
the size of the eggs will modify the 
state of the batter.

financial 
policies. 
Such policies have so weakened the 
credit of some of the continental 
nations that the task of aiding 
them seems futile until it is clear 
that these policies ar© discredited 
and disowned by them. 
Although It seems clear from the 
record of recent years that Ameri­ 
ca, more perhaps than any other 
country, has been and will continue 
to be able to adjust itself without 
serious disaster to the conditions 
created bv European depression. 
ana has in its own vast domestic 
market and in other non-European 
markets an outlet for its products 
adequate to maintain a fair degree 
of national prosperity, the fact re­ 
mains that it is very definitely to 
the selfish Interests of the United 
States to have Great Britain and 
the European continental countries 
,regain their normal prosperity at 
the earliest possible date. 
They 
normally absorbed between 60 and 
70 per cent of American exports, 
but recently have been taking less 
than 50 per cent 
Moreover, the rich contribution 
which Europe has made in tbf 
past to the upbuilding of other 
parts of the world, including the 
United States, would seem to cre­ 
ate a genuine obligation upon oth­ 
er countries to come to its aid in 
the present period of difficulty. 
General wellbeing throughout the 
entire world will be diminished to 
a degree as long as Europe la un­ 
able to play its part in production 
and consumption of valuable prod­ 
ucts. 
It possesses vast resources 
of skill and equipment for the pro 
duction of useful commodities in de 
mand by all nations, and loss cor. 
tlcues while these resources are 
limited in their use by poverty and 
by adverse political and social con­ 
ditions. 
That the share of the 
United States in this loss is rela­ 
tively small should not preclude 
an active interest in every promis­ 
ing effort that may be made to 
restore the European nations to 
economic and financial health.

PIE to be a success must have 
a good crust, flaky, rich and 
lusty. 
The proportion for a good, 
tender pastry is six tablespoonfuls 
of lard to one and one-half cupfuls 
of flour and one-half teaspoonful 
of salt. 
Mix the flour and lard 
with two knives or rub in with the 
lingers until the mixture is like 
cornm eal; add just a bit of cold 
water at a time to be sure it is not 
too moist. 
Roll out quickly and 
lightly and handle as little as pos­ 
sible. 
A cook who can make good 
pastry has reason to be proud, even 
re m e m b e rin g that when praised for 
your blueberry pie that you did not 
make the blueberries. 
It is a good plan for extra flaky 
crust to reserve ono-balf cupful of 
the mixture before the water is 
added. 
Roll out 
the crust 
and 
sprinkle this over the pastry, fold­ 
ing and rolling again as if prepar­ 
ing puff paste.
